Those W’ho hav e grasped the true sig­ 
nificance of literature for life are prob­ 
ably not troubled by petty w’ranglings as 
to the superiority or inferiority of ancient 
to modern languages, said Lord llew’art 
in his presidential address to the Classical 
Association at Manchester. 
If they hav e 
an undoubted preference for the classics 
as an educational instrument, they prob­ 
ably do not base that preference on the 
superiority of ancient art to modern art, 
so much as on the incalculable adv antage 
of a training ground w’hich is perfect in 
itself, W’hich is v ery definitely mapped 
out, and w’hich in fact has afforded the 
training of nearly all the great minds of 
Europe. 
The Bishop of Manchester said 
he w’as sure that what w’as most needed 
in order to persuade those who w’ere in­ 
clined to leav e the classics on one side 
W’as to show’ them the enormous w’ealth 
or the inheritance that w*as there stored 
up for us, and 
w’hich 
w’e had only to 
reach out our hands to enjoy . 
He w’as 
old-fashioned enough to believ e that for 
quite 7 5 per cent of the population the 
classical education w’as the best, at least 
for those whose education w’as to last 
through the y ears of adolescence and 
early manhood or womanhood, for those 
W’ho could go to the secondary school and 
the Univ ersity .
